Three-Hour Battle Session for GC Council 


The terms “hardheaded” and 
“bullheaded” sprang up fre¬ 
quently during Monday night's 
Granite City council session as 
aldermen feuded among them¬ 
selves and the mayor in a hec¬ 
tic three-hour session. 

Following adjournment at 11 
p.m., several commented that 
all of the business could have 
been transacted in 45 minutes. 

Hottest issues of the meeting 
were; 

1. A resolution giving Aider- 
man Ford Johnson, chairman 
of the Street and Alley com¬ 
mittee, authority to sign engi¬ 
neering contracts because of 
Mayor Partney's refusal. 

The resolution was ap¬ 
proved on a suspension of 
rules motion by a vote of 
13-to3, but final action was 
deferred on requests by 
Bartosiak and Whitmer to 
give the mayor and com¬ 
mittee time to iron out their 
differences. 

2. An ordinance to increase 
tVie mayor's expense allowance 


from ihe present $1500 a year 
to $3600. 

8-to-8 Tie Vote 
; This failed to get a suf¬ 
ficient vote for suspension 
of rules, and the vote to 
place it on first reading 
ended in an 8-to-8 tie. May¬ 
or Partney declined to vote 
to break the tie, saying the 
matter involved him di¬ 
rectly. A written legal opin¬ 
ion is to be brought in foY 
the March 18 meeting by 
City Atty. Allen. 

3. Disagreement between Al¬ 
derman Whtimer, Police com¬ 
mittee chairman, and Mayor 
Partney over the alderman's 
suggestion for selection of a ne¬ 
gotiating committee to work 
out wage agreements with the- 
various city departments in¬ 
stead of having separate com¬ 
mittee-department talks. Pres¬ 
ent agreements expire May 1. 

Mayor Partney comment¬ 
ed that the council had 
thrown out the council's 
Personnel committee over a 


year ago and that he saw - 
no reason to select a nego¬ 
tiating committee “that the 
council would ignore.” With 
the mayor's refusal, Whit¬ 
mer walked out of the 
meeting. That was at 10:26 
p.m. 

Alderman Johnson had called 
for preparation of the resolu¬ 
tion to permit his signature on 
the motor fuel tax and consult¬ 
ing engineer contracts with the 
firm of Research Planning & 
Design Associates. St. Louis, 
explaining that he was follow¬ 
ing a suggestion made by the 
mayor several weeks ago. 

The mayor repeated that he t 
was dissatisfied with the serv¬ 
ices provided by the firm in 
view of the mounting costs. He 
noted the engineering costs 
amounted to $8814 in 1964 when 
RPDA was first hired, and last 
year the total was $23,101.

Illinois Tour Refreshing to Spirit

Loraine and I recently re¬ 
lumed to Washington from eight 
intensively scheduled days in 
Illinois. 

Several times we criss-crossed 
the state, alternating between 
Sterling in the north and Me¬ 
tropolis in the south, the Mis¬ 
sissippi on the west and Wabash 
Valley in the east. 

We went by air and car, in¬ 
spected the Lincoln Reservoir 
near Charleston, the route of 
the proposed pver-to-river road 
and our pollution - endangered 
Lake Michigan, drove through 
Shawnee National Forest in 
Southern Illinois, reported on 
the Oakley Dam and talked to 
many people. In all, I logged 
2000 miles Inside Illinois during 
those eight days. 

The best part of getting 
back to Illinois Is talking to 
persons about their con¬ 
cerns, their problems, and 
their feelings about issues 
facing our nation. 

In our form of govern¬ 
ment, it is indispensable for 
the citizens to make known 
their views to their elected 
representatives. 

While I was in Robinson, one 
person asked me, "Do you 
think we can win in Vietnam 
without a long, drawn-out war? 
Will my son, now 16, have to 
go in a few years?” 

Another said, “We would like 
to have you join the Association 
for the Improvement of Illinois 
Route One.” 

Not all of the questions were 
serious. In Ottawa, for instance, 
someone asked, “Did you en¬ 
joy the roast turkey? Your wife 
told me your favorite is meat 
loaf.” And someone else asked, 
“Will you stop at Dwight for 
coffee on your way through?” 

In the Centralia office which 
I share with my senior col¬ 
league, Senator Dirksen, people 
crowded in for a “listen-in.” 
Two men talked to me about 
their world war I veterans bene¬ 
fits. A young man asked me to 
do what I could about a mis¬ 
labeled discharge from the 
service. 

A man poked his head In 
the door and said, “How 
much more Social Security 


do I get and when?” 

I replied, “13% — March 

1.” 

“Thanks,” and he slam¬ 
med the door. My shortest 
interview of the trip — 15 
seconds. 

“One of the most moving 
moments during the whole eight 
days was in Lincoln. There, on 
a Saturday night, I joined, stu¬ 
dents from Lincoln high school 
and University and local citi¬ 
zens for the annual Founder’s 
Day ceremony. 

I read selections to them from 
Lincoln which I had read at 
Ford’s Theatre in Washington a 
few days earlier on law and 
order, equality, duty and the 
significance of the Declaration 
of Independence. The ceremony 
ended with the singing of ’ The 
Battle Hymn of the Republic”— 
a thrilling evening. 

I visited the fine Lincoln Mu¬ 
seum while there, and had my 
picture taken alongside a U.S. 
flag which dated back to the 
time when West Virginia was 
admitted to the Union. I’m 
sending that picture to my 
daughter and son-in-law in 
Charleston, W. Va. 

The next day. Senator Dirk¬ 
sen and I placed a wreath at 
Lincoln’s tomb. 

The trip gave me a chance to 
appear on the same platform 
with some of our truly out¬ 
standing Republican congress¬ 
men from Illinois and state and 
local candidates. • 

It also gave me an opportun¬ 
ity to renew friendships with 
persons who have labored long 
and hard at the grassroots level 
for good government and for 
civic and community improve¬ 
ment in our growing cities. 

I also had the opportunity to 
speak at the 25th annual meet¬ 
ing of the Crawford County Soil 
and Water Conservation District 
about the quality of life in rural 
America. It was rural America 
which made our country great 
in the first place, and if our 
nation is to remain truly strong, 
rural America must be strong, 
too. 

We returned to Washington 
later refreshed in spirit, heart 
and mind—proud to be repre¬ 
senting in Washington, the land 
of Lincoln and its people 


Special Sessions Unproductive So Far, 
Legislature May Do Better This Summer 

In view of the minuscule progress achieved 
at the three special meetings since the regular 
1967 Illinois legislative session, they can hardly 
be called a success at this point. Perhaps the 

fourth-proposed for July 1 5-August 2-will 

justify the Republican plan for the General As¬ 
sembly to meet periodically despite a lack of 
specific constitutional authority to do so. 

The one-day session concluded after six 
hours on Monday saw the introduction of 294 
House bills and 285 Senate bills, some of which 
may be enacted this summer. GOP leaders, who 
represent the. majority in both houses, favored 
quick adjournment to permit campaigning for 
the June I I primary. 

Issues include proposed modification of the 
$ I billion Resources Development Bond Issue 
referendum scheduled for Nov. 5, implementa¬ 
tion of some of the recommendations of the Na¬ 
tional Advisory Commission on Civil Disorders, 
a possible response to court delay of the $150 
million service occupation tax. the latest East 
Side Levee and Sanitary District effort to issue 
non-referendum bonds, and efforts to obtain 
presidential release of a report said to link some 
Chicago area policemen and judges with the 
• crime syndicate. 

Unquestionably, many of the bills intro¬ 
duced are intended to obtain publicity for their 
sponsors rather than to be given serious con¬ 
sideration by legislators. Committee hearings 
and studies this spring also may be used at least 
partly for propaganda purposes. 

By the time July 15 arrives, only the 
soundest proposals will have much chance of 
advancing; the two-thirds vote needed will make 
bi-partisan support essential. 

With this background, it might seem that 
there is little prospect of positive Assembly 
action. However, the special session will be so 
close to the general election—and so many leg¬ 
islators will be running for either the same or 
higher offices — that there will be a strong in¬ 
centive to build a record that can be pointed to 
with pride during the September and October 
campaigning.

Council Might Try Meeting Lets Often, 
Transacting Its Business Expeditiously 

Independent thought and constructive dis¬ 
sent are vital to lawmaking, but Granite City 
officials carry negative oratory to such an ex¬ 
treme that they ougjit to consider changing their 
entire set of procedures. 

It is tempting to blame specific individuals 
for handicapping orderly government, and prob¬ 
ably accurate to do so in some instances. But 
feuding and wrangles have gone on for many 
decades; it is a firmly established trend that 
has continued despite defeat or retirement of 
various participants. 

No other governmental body in this region 
meets so often or debates so much as the Gran¬ 
ite City council. One wonders if there may be 
a parallel. 

Filling so much of their three meetings 
each month with pointless discussion, aldermen 
surely could do a better job by meeting only 
once or twice monthly and operating more ef¬ 
ficiently while in session. 

A case in point is this week's meeting. 
Much of the time was spent speculating about 
matters on which inadequate information was 
available. The agenda included no documenta¬ 
tion; if it had, officials could have read it in 
advance and arrived at the city hall more fa¬ 
miliar with the det&ils of what was to be con¬ 
sidered. 3 

Surprise introduction of unscheduled ordi¬ 
nances further complicated the deliberations, 
which droned on until 1 1 p.m. If much had been 
accomplished, there might be justification; but 
this was not the case. 

Perhaps in trying to earn their pay, of¬ 
ficials feel obligated to provide the public with 
such a performance on an almost weekly basis. 
Taxpayers would be far better off if. even at 
present yearly pay levels, there was less sound 
and fury and more attention to municipal serv¬ 
ices and progress. Officials could not be fairly, 
called loafers if they merely met less often; 
they are contacted constantly by their constitu¬ 
ents and also devote time to committee as¬ 
signments. 

Mindless conformity is not desirable, but 
some change in council customs is overdue. 
President Kennedy once paraphrased a com¬ 
mercial about "smoking more and enjoying it 
less." and it would be easy to apply the same 
idea to the city of Granite City. We doubt that 
many aldermen are enjoying their Monday 
evenings.

What legal weapons are avail¬ 
able to the woman who wishes 
to protect herself in case of 
attack? 

One of a woman’s most ef¬ 
fective defenses—and one about 
which there is no legal question,, 
—is a scream. 

There is nothing wrong 
with kicking, eye-gouging, 
hair-pulling, scratching, bit¬ 
ing, and so on. They are a 
part of one’s natural — and 
perfectly legal — arsenal of 
weapons. 

And Ute law wouldn’t ar¬ 
gue with the woman who 
uses a nail file, metal comb, 
pen or similar object to be 
found in her purse, to de¬ 
fend herself against an at¬ 
tacker. 

But there is a limit. 

Illinois law prohibits the car¬ 
rying of concealed weapons, 
without any exception for the 
woman who must be out alone 
at night. 

The prohibition includes com 
cealed pistols, switchblade 
knives, blackjacks and the like. 

It is not illegal to carry a 
firearm in an open manner, but 
the person who does so in a 


populated area might be 
charged with disturbing the 
peace. 

The teargas pen has been 
promoted as the ideal weap¬ 
on for a woman, but this, 
too. Is banned In Illinois. It 
is illegal to possess a tear- 
gas pen, whether or not It 
is concealed. 

Aside from being illegal, 
concealed weapons create a 
false sense of security. 

Experience has shown 
that. In most Instances, peo¬ 
ple who carry concealed 
weapons do not get a chance 
to use them when attacked. 
Furthermore, in most in¬ 
stances, when the weapon is 
pulled out it often is used 
against the one who is attacked. 

As a result, injuries sustained 
by the victim are often more 
serious than they otherwise 
would have been. 

The best solution is to avoid 
the circumstances that invite 
attack. 

A woman should avoid going 
out at night in any area where 
she might be exposed to attack 
— and virtually any neighbor¬ 
hood is potentially dangerous. 

But. if attacked, a most ef¬ 
fective and legal weapon is to 
scream—and keep screaming. 


Slanted Views in Required Book 


(The Record-Ledger, 
Tujunga, Calif.) 

ThS controversial textbook 
"Land of the Free” has be¬ 
come required reading for 
our eighth-grade youngsters in 
schools not only in California 
but in other states across the 
country. 

An examination of this book, 
which was a $14 million pub¬ 
lishing job, tells us the extent 
of our exposure; the extent of 
our erosion. 

When a people tolerate 
such exposure and erosion 
because of bureaucratic 
dictation by their own pub¬ 
lic servants, we should no 
longer wonder and worry 
about why so many of our 
young people arc burning 
draft cards and demon¬ 
strating on behalf of Com¬ 
munist causes. 

"Land of the Free” was 
written by UCLA professor 
John W. Caughey, University 
of Chicago Professor John Hope 
Franklin and Ernest R. May 
of Harvard University. 

Professor Caughey. best- 
known of the authors, was fired 
from UCLA when he refused to 
sign the loyalty oath which 
merely states the signer’s op¬ 
position to overthrow of the 
government by force and vio¬ 
lence. 

It was the same Professor 
Caughey who signed a clemen¬ 
cy petition on behalf of Carl 
Braden and Frank Wilkinson, 
both identified as Communist 
agents in swom testimony by 
FBI undercover agents. 

Assemblyman Charles Con¬ 
rad. one of the numerous 
critics of this left-winging 
academic atrocity, points out 
that a whole page, for exam¬ 


ple, is devoted to a poem about 
the boll weevil—more‘ space 
than the text devotes to all the 
sacrifices of heroic Americans 
in world war I. world war II 
and the Korean war combined. 

Naturally, the book down¬ 
grades any concern by any 
American over the threat of 
Communism. 

In a section entitled "A Panic 
About Security," we find a two 
page denunciation of the U. S. 
Senate's investigation into 
Communist infiltration of our 
federal government—as if the 
Alger Hisses and Dexter Whites 
never existed. 

There are other numer¬ 
ous tortures of history. 

The book emphasizes the 
Japanese casulatles at Hiro¬ 
shima but gives no losses 
wo suffered In the sneak 
Japanese attack upon Pearl 
Harbor. 

The Revoiuntlonary hero, 
Nathan Halo is Ignored 
completely. 

The great Negro, Booker 
T. Washington, who urged 
Negroes to bettor them¬ 
selves by work and educa¬ 
tion, is hardly mentioned 
but the Communist William 
E. du Bols is given lavish 
coverage In two lengthy 
articles. 

Rightly does Assemblyman 
John Collier describe this as a 
"textbook slanted to the politi¬ 
cal philosophy or a one-world 
government." 

Interested parents, concerned 
over this junior high school 
text, should write Max Raffer¬ 
ty, superintendent of public in- 
slruction, Sacramento, who has 
also been critical of the book 
Imposed upon the state by the 
State Board of Education.

The shutdown of the Suez Ca¬ 
nal by Egypt demonstrates how 


important it is to the free world 
that the Panama Canal remain 
in responsible U.S. hands, and 
open to all nations.

The treaties were published 
in the Congressional Record on 
July 17, 21 and 27, 1967.

STRIKERS NEED ADVICE

In the March 4 Press-Record 
I read an article about a state¬ 
ment by William Hoelacher, 
who is secretary of the Manu¬ 
facturers Association of the 


Tri-Cities, a position that 
makes him the spokesman for 
that organization. 

I note from the general 
theme of his statement that all 
the misdeeds, all the miscon¬ 
duct, all the bad things and all 
the unlawful things—whether 
morally wrong or legally wrong 
— are done by strikers on a 
picket line. 

I would like to publicly thank 
Mr. Hoelscher for the wonder¬ 
ful fatherly and brotherly ad¬ 
vice that he is giving organized 
labor. 

He aoutxiess understands 
that the average working man 
does not know what is best for 
himself. 

There is only one little thing 
that slightly disqualifies him to 
give organized labor advice 
and that is, so far as my 
knowledge goes, he has never 
done one day's manual labor 
in all his life. 

I also note in hi6 statement 
the total absence of any men¬ 
tion of any wrongdoings by any 
corporation against the pickets 
or strikers when a strike was 
in progress. S 

I happen to be one of the 
strikers and pickets of the 
seven-month strike at the 
Union Starch a couple of years 
past and it is a matter of pub¬ 
lic record at the courthouse at 
Edwardsville that the union got 
an Injunction against the com¬ 
pany. stopping hired guards 
and company personnel from 
harassing them and throwing 
objects at the strikers and 
pickets.

Self-Employment Tax Liability 


(Internal Revenue Service) 

Q. Who is liable for self-em¬ 
ployment tax? 

A. If you have your own busi¬ 
ness, are a member of partner¬ 
ship, or render services as on 
independent contractor, you 
could be liable for this tax. 

That would include anyone 
who has a net income of $400 or 
more from these activities, even 
though you are not otherwise 
required to file nn income tax 
return. 

Payments of self-employment 
tax make you eligible for par¬ 
ticipation in the social security 
program. Details on this tax 
are contained in Document No.

U. S. Senator Jack Miller of 
Iowa will be guest speaker for 
the annual Lincoln Day dinner, 
it was announced today by 
Charles Walters, chairman of 
the Madison County Republican 
Central Committee.

Sen. Miller of Sioux City, la., 
was first elected to the U. S.

Political observers have re¬ 
ferred to him as “the greatest 
campaigner in Iowa-history.” 

Prior to this he had served 
for one term in the Iowa state 
House of Representatives and 
one term in the Iowa Senate. 
His most notable achievement 
as a state legislator was pas¬ 
sage of the Iowa income tax 
law, whirti is used as a model 
by several other states and is 
called the “Miller Bill.” 

He has addressed Republican 
meetings in 30 states, from 
Florida to Alaska. 

Lawyer, Educator 

A tax lawyer, writer and edu¬ 
cator by profession, Sen. Miller 
received his A.B. degree from 
Creighton University, his M.A. 
degree from Catholic Univer¬ 
sity, his M.A. degree from 
Catholic University and his 
L.L.B. degree from Columbia 
University. He is a member of 
the Iowa, Nebraska, District of 
Columbia and U. S. Supreme 
Court bars and is a life member 
of the American Law Institute. 

He served the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Service in Washington, 
D. C:, as an attorney in 1947 
and 7948. In 1948-49, he was 
assistant professor of law at the 
University of Notre Dame Col¬ 
lege of Law. He also spent 11 
years in private law practice 
in Sioux City. He is co-author 
of the Prentice-Hall Tax Ideas 
Service and a member of the 
board of editors of the Journal 
of Taxation. 

Sen. Miller served over four 
years with the Air Force during 
world war II, including time in 
the Chlna-Burma-India Theater 
of Operations. He holds the 
rank of brigadier general in the 
Air Force Reserve. 

In his younger days, he cap¬ 
tained the Creighton University 
golf team for three years. Even 
with the limited opportunities 
for recreation a busy senate life 
affords, he maintains a six han¬ 
dicap at the Congressional 
Country club. 

Miller has been described as 
an articulate, quick - thinking, 
forceful speaker with an amaz- j 
ing capacity for hard work over 
a long-sustained period. 

Willard Edwards, veteran 
Washington correspondent for • 
the Chicago Tribune, wrote of 
him, “He has in him something 
of the late Senator Robert A. 
Taft's ability to absorb an issue 
in its entirety, examing all the 
angles before coming to a con¬ 
clusion. He is warm and friend¬ 
ly; he could be the ‘Mr. Repub¬ 
lican’ of the future.” 

Senate Assignments 

Sen. Miller is a member of 
the Senate Committees on 
Armed Services and Agricul¬ 
ture, the Joint Senate - House 
Economic Committee and the 
Special Senate Committee on 
the Problems of the Aging. He 
is also a member of the Armed 
Services Preparedness Investi¬ 
gating Committee. 

His record in the Senate is a 
“mix” of conservatism and lib¬ 
eralism. He has constantly 
maintained a conservative posi¬ 
tion in monetary and fiscal af¬ 
fairs, abhors inflation as “our 
number one domestic public 
enemy” because of the social 
hardships it causes, and con¬ 
demns ulti-billion-dollar deficit 
spending by Congress “because 
this lays the foundation for in¬ 
flation.” At the same time, his 
liberalism shows, forth particu¬ 
larly in the areas of education 
and human rights. 

In foreign affairs, Sen. Miller 
follows a policy of firmness in 
dealing with Communist ag¬ 
gression. He has been highly 
critical of spokesmen in the 
Free World who have adopted 
the Kremlin's theme of “peace¬ 
ful coexistence.” 

He is married to the former 
Jerry Browning of Windber, 
Pa.

Two-Way Traffic on Edison Avenue Being Considered 


Opening of two blocks of one¬ 
way, northbound Edison avenue 
from 18th to 20th street to two- 
way traffic is under considera¬ 
tion by Granite City council 
members. 

An ordinance to amend the 
law establishing one-way streets 
was placed on first reading 
Monday night after failing to 
get sufficient vote for a sus¬ 
pension of rules for immediate 
adoption. 

Several aldermen said they 
were agreeable for the two- 
block section to be opened to 
two-way t raffic on a trial basis 


(j/iomIa 


to determine if it would im¬ 
prove traffic flow in the busi¬ 
ness district and help the 
downtown area. 

Alderman Nonn, chairman of 
the Ordinance committee, point¬ 
ed out the request was made 
by businessmen in an effort to 
bolster the downtown business 
district. "We changed Delmar 
avenue and State street and 
then 19th street back to two- 
way traffic and with the change 
on Edison avenue, the move¬ 
ment of traffic should im¬ 
prove,” he added. 

Strenuous opposition was 
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voiced by Alderman Whitmer, 
who predicted utter confusion, 
especially with heavy Friday 
night traffic when both banks 
that have drive-up windows off 
Edison avenue are open. 

"The people aren’t hollering 
for two-way traffic. This isn't a 
group of businessmen, it’s just 
one—the Trust Bank. There are 
eight to 10 driveways or alley- 
ways in that one block — the 
1900 block, and we’ll have to 
permit more left turns,” Whit¬ 
mer stated, adding, “It's a 
proven fact that one-way travel 
on a street is safer for pedes¬ 
trians and motorists.” 

Nonn continued, saying the 
proposal had been pending for 
six months or more, and “this 
is something that can be done 
to prove whether it's right or 
wrong.” He added that a large 
off-street parking lot leased by 
the Retailers Association is 
about to be expanded and that 
more convenient entrances 
could be made in the middle of 
the 1800 block of Edison avenue 
rather than force motorists to 
go to 18th street to get on it. 

Willing for Trial 

Alderman Rutledge said he 
was willing to give it a trial 
period and watch closely the 
traffic flows on Friday eve¬ 
nings. Bartosiak, who instituted 
the present one-way system 


commented, “I think this will 
fail, but I agree to support it 
on a trial basis." 

Basarich said the change on 
19th street benefitted residents 
of West Granite and Lincoln 
Place and that he believed any¬ 
one was entitled to ask for a 
change. 

Whitmer persisted—“This will 
produce just one big conglom¬ 
eration of traffic," and he chal¬ 
lenged the method the ordi¬ 
nance was brought before the 
council. 

“Who prepared it and sub¬ 
mitted it?” he asked Nonn. 

The Ordinance committee 
chairman said he didn’t know. 

Whitmer replied that Nonn 
often challenged ordinances 
that had been prepared and 
submitted by someone other 
than the city attorney, and City 
Atty. Allen advised the council 
that he had not prepared it. 

“I don't like the way this was 
brought up." Whitmer added. 

Not on Agenda 

Nonn had remarked when the 
Ordinance committee was 
called upon to submit his report 
that he had several ordinances 
which were not on the council 
agenda. 

Alderman Johnson asked him 
what they were about, and 
Nonn said they were “just 
ordinances.”

Navy to Enlist Men 
With Physkal Defects 

The Navy has directed its re¬ 
cruiting service to enlist young 
men who would otherwise be in¬ 
eligible because of physical de¬ 
fects. 

The Medically Remedial En¬ 
listment Program, only one 
phase of the Department of De¬ 
fense “Project One Hundred 
Thousand,” makes possible the 
enlistment of men whose physi¬ 
cal defects are determined by 
a medical specialist to be sus¬ 
ceptible of correction to the 
extent the individual would be 
fit to take basic training within 
six weeks after treatment. 

Among the 15 defects listed 
in the Navy directive are “over 
the maximum weight by not 
more than 20%" and “under 
the minimum weight by less 
than 10%.“ 

A Navy spokesman said that 
an applicant must volunteer for 
enlistment with a written agree¬ 
ment that he will submit to the 
prescribed remedial medical 
procedures. 

Young men who wish to en¬ 
list or obtain further Informa¬ 
tion may contact local Navy 
recruiters at the city hall.

When a joint return is filed, 
each spouse is liable for the 
full amount of any deficiency 
assessed against the return by 
the government in later audit.

which the railroads will do all | 
of the construction of tracks, 
signals and run-rounds atop the 
underpass. They will pay $180,- 
000 into a "pooled" construction 
fund which also will include 
cost shares of the state of Illi¬ 
nois and the city of Venice. 

The railroads then will bill the 
state for the construction work 
they do. but will not file claims 
in excess of $175,000 which was 
the original cost figure estab¬ 
lished when discussions for 
building the structure were 
started in 1961. 

$86,000 More Work 

Consequently the railroads 
will do an estimated $270,000 
worth of construction work and 
will be repaid no more than 
$175,000. This means the rail¬ 
roads will assume $90,000 more 
in cost than was required under 
the 19(5 ICC order. 

At the Feb. 9 hearing, the pro¬ 
posal was accepted by Norfolk 
& Western, but New York Cen¬ 
tral attorneys said they would 
have to take the matter before 
the board of directors and 
would give an answer later. 

Mayor Lee said he has beeen 
informed that the railroad, 
while not yet presenting the ac¬ 
ceptance in writing, has noti¬ 
fied the state highway depart¬ 
ment that it will accept the 
plan. Highway officials have 
said they expect to call bids on 
the underpass project in May. 
If so, work on the underpass 
should get under way by mid¬ 
summer.
